I live on the edge of the woods. 

I believe that at this point that 
one oould enter the woods and 
walk* in the shade of the trees 
without coming out into the open 
clear across the State of West Vir¬ 
ginia. The good land has been 
reclaimed from the forest but is a 
small portion of the State.

- In choosing a place to set up a 
bee colony, it should be borne in 
mind that a pastoral field contains 
more flowers than one under til¬ 
lage and is therefore better for 
beefe. Bees go a mile or over to 
secure fluids. A hive should 
weigh at least fifteen or twenty 
pounds to afford plenty of food 
for the bees. Hives may be mude 
of glass, straw, or wood. There 
are even Borne earthenware ones 
in Greece and Turkey.
